ConiresslOBSJ Forecast. 


WASHIKOTOK, April 18.—There have 


been several indications lately that 
sharp political and personal discussions 
will soon disturb the olive-leaved dove 
of peace heretofore hovering unmo- 
lested over the senate debates of this 
session. In various ways, not plainly 
discernible In the printed debates, it 
has become manifest that a rather ugly 
feeling has been engendered between 
senators on the republican side arising 
out of the Executive Clerk Young epi- 
sode. Also, there has been made ap- 
parent a decided tendency on the part 
of the democratic minority to push 
things on a party line a little more 
closely than has hitherto been done. 
The pending debate on the two bills 
reported by the judicial committee to 
increase the number of judges in the 
court o( claims, and to amend the cir- 
cuit appeal law, Illustrates this latter 
statement. Mr. Hoar, when calling up 
the bills, assured the senate that they 
would not occupy more than half an 
hour at the outside. Yet they occupied 
throe hours of rather acrimonious de- 
bate, and one bill waa left unfinished 
and the other was reconsidered, after 
having been adopted by a viva voce 
vote. HoMi measures will probably be 
discussed for 
a 
considerable time 


longer, and a division more or less oh 
party lines is probable upon their final 
adoption. 


The court of claims bill practically 


establishes two courts of claims instead 
of one. It Increases the number of 
judges from Hve to seven, and provides 
that they shall subdivide themselves 
into two Hcctlons of three judges to 
each, the fourth judge, according to 
whatever section he may choose to sit 
with making a full bench. In connec- 
tion with thin bill the questions have 
been raised as to whether the two now 
judges ihould be of the same political 
party; whether they should bo ap- 
pointed with the privilege of retiring 
at the age of 70, after ten years' service, 
with full pay, and lastly and chiefly, 
whether 
there 
is 
any 
necessity 


at all for their appointment It is on 
this latter point that the debate will 
pouslbly turn. Tho circuit appeals 
amendment bill reduces the number of 
cases in which appealsare to be allowed 
from United States district and circuit 
courts to the supreme court of the 
United States, and to that extent in- 
creases the power of the lower federal 
courts. The bill went through the 
senate, Thursday last, without any 
serious objection, but has been called 
back and reconsidered. Mr. Hoar, chair- 
man of the judiciary committee, is very 
anxious to get both bills disposed of as 
soon as possible, as he has taken pas- 
sage for Europe by a steamer sailing 
May 11, In order to obtain treatment 
for thi' disease ot his eyes from which 
he has been suffering for some time. 


After these two measures are got out 


of the way the senate will do some de- 
gree of waiting for whatever may turn 
up. There are some pending notices of In- 
tention by senators to speak on resolu- 
tions of no great public Interest and 
there is the West Virginia direct-tax

current week will witness the most se- 
rious of tho expected disturbances.

The Proposed Exhibit of th> Depart- 
ment of Stat* at the World's Fair. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The plan and 


scope o! tho proposed exhibit to be 
made by the department of state at the 
World's fair, illustrative of its func- 
tions, has been 
determined by Mr. 


Sevellon A. Brown, chief clerk of the 
department and representative of the 
secretary, 
approved 
by 
Secretary 


Elaine, and is now before the govern- 
ment board of management for Its con- 
sideration. 


It Is embraced under six headings or 


chapters, and will consist, so far as 
space and means will permit— 


First. Of negotiations of whatever 


nature touching and governing the in- 
terests and intercourse of foreign pow- 
ers by the United States, and tho citi- 
zens thereof. 


Second. The medium of correspon- 


dence between the president and the 
chief executives of the states of the 
union. 


Third. The custody of tho great seal 


or arms of the United States and other 
historical documents of the colonial and 
early history of our country. 


Fourth. Treaties, conventions and 


agreements with foreign powers. 


Fifth. Proclamations by the presi- 


dent, laws and resolutions as printed 
and published under the direction ol 
the secretary of state by authority ol 
congress. 


Sixth. 
Tho collection, publication 


and general dissemination of commer- 
cial information concerning foreign 
trades and markets. 


Under these headings will be com- 


prised a documetary and historical re- 
view of our diplomatic episodes, begin- 
ning with tho labor of Franklin, Dean 
and Lee, and coming down as far as 
expedient into contemporaneous times. 
It will include.for example,the treaty of 
alliance; the definite treaty of peace; 
documents ivlnting to the ransoming 
of Americans from slavery in theBar- 
bary states; purchase of Louisiana; 
Florida and Alaska; together with 
traits of the rulers of tho earth and 
their prime ministers, showing the 
faces and, if possible, the autographs 
of those with whom the nation, through 
the department of state, has to deal. 


The great seal or arms of the United 


States will be emblazoned upon canvas, 
and conspicuously displayed, both ob- 
verse and reverse, a work which has 
never before been done; and has been 
instaled with draperies, illustrating the 
growth of the flag. 


It is proposed to display in the ro- 


tunda of tho main building, the alcoves 
of which havo been devoted to tttis pur- 
pose alone, the most interesting and 
valuable collection of state papers ever 
brought together outside of the depart- 
ment. They will comprise the petition 
to the king; tho declaration of inde- 
pendence; the articles of confederation, 
the constitution of tho United States 
and kindred papers. 


Among tlio treaties with foreign 


powers will be displayed such curios as 
have been received from semi-barbarous 
nations 
and 
tribes us 
"friendship 


tokens." 


The forms of procedure of tho depart- 


ment and its methods of doing buiness 
will bo Illustrated an fully as possible. 


Iitcht-Hou» DUM Abolished. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The bureau 


of the American republics has received 
official 
information that the light- 


house dues, formerly collected by the 
government of Uruguay, have been 
abolished, while those charged by the 
private contractors under concessions of 
the government for certain other light- 
houses on the Uruguayan coast bave 
been greatly reduced, and the law pro- 
vides for the gradual abolition of all 
light-house exactions. This measure, it 
is expected, will result in great benefit 
to the commerce of that republic, and 
upon the promulgation of the decree 
a great public demonstration in honor 
of the event took place. 


Oomplatel? Disbarred.

WASIIINOTO.V, April 18.—John S. Dur- 


ham, 
United States minister to Hayti 


and San Domingo, in a dispatch to the 
dcparment of state, announces that tho 
president of San Domingo in his mes- 
sage tit the opening of tho congress of 
that republic, set forth the importance 
of the World's Columbian exposition 
and the necessity of sending a suitable 
exhibit there to represent the resources 
and products of San Domingo, and he 
stated that he would shortly submit a 
plan and estimate for the indorsement 
of congress. 


A Portuguese element in the colony 


of British Uuiana is a very largo and 
influential one, and a concerted effort is 
being made to send a good display of 
this special production to the exposition 
at Chicago, as a part of the display of 
that colony. There is no doubt that a 
thoroughly Portuguese colonial exhibit 
will be made. 


The bureau of American republics 


has just received the regulations for 
the National exposition to be held at 
Lima, Peru, beginning on October 12, 
1893, 
and continuing until the end of 


the year. The principal purposes for 
which this fair is undertaken at this 
time are to collect specimens of the 
natural and manufactured productions 
of Pent, to secure a full scientio and 
historical display, and thus obtain the 
most complete and systematically ar- 
ranged collection to send to Chicago. 


Information has been received that 


Dr. Rafael Nunez, the president oi 
Colombia, has signified his intention ol 
being present at the opening of the 
World's fair at Chicago. He is much 
interested in the progress of the work, 
and keeps fully informed as to all its 
details. Much attention has recently 
been given to the matter of the repre- 
sentation of that republic, and many 
merchants and private individuals will 
make exhibits. 


The commissioner at Cartagena, Mr. 


Clayton T. Crolt, is very successful in 
his work of enlisting the people and 
officials In the exposition.

The 
navy was already overgrown and top heavy 
The hard earnings of the people were orponded 
In time of peace on worthless vessels. In the 
last session of congress It required tbe utmost 
vigilance to prevent extravagance In ex- 
penditures 
for 
the 
army 
and equal 


watchfulness would be nocesary this year 
for both the army and the navy. Tho 
only power we would be likely to become on- 
tangled wtth In any trouble waa Groat Britain. 
Russia, Egypt, Prance, Germany and other na- 
tions maintained powerful navies to keep their 
own t-eople under submission and guard their 
outlying possessions. France especially over- 
awed her colonies wtth her navy. Not a single 
powerln Europe maintained a navy except they 
bad outlying possesnlons. 


A stirring speech was delivered by Mr. Fel- 


lows, of New York. He advocated In strongest 
terms tbe Increase and maintenance of our 
navy to be second to no other nation. The navy 
should comport with tho dignity and character 
of our government and be calculated to ac- 
complish the purpose of which It was originally 
designed, to prevent war and insure our safety 
against the encroachments of ntarttlme powers. 
Tho question now was whether we should 
abandon our position and stop In the career 
of building a new navy. To sustain the 
honor of our 
nag 
and the character, 


honor and dignity of the American name by 
building up a navy was a measure of truer 
economy than my that could be proposed. 
Whatever might be accomplished by the op- 
pononte of the proposition to rehabilitate our 
navy. It could not eliminate from the history 
of the country the names of those whose 
achievements on the aea would forever 'stand 
out In imperishable light, the great naval heroes 
of tho United States—Jones, Balnbrldge, Deca- 
tur, 
Hull, Perry. Lawrence, Farragot and 
Porter. Whatever should be done with the 
question under discussion, their names, thank 
God. would live forever. (Applause.) 


We should not delude ourselves with the hope 


that we shall ever be at peace with the nations 
of the earth. If ever we go to war It will be 
upon tbe water The United States had very 
few ships that could stand in their place with 
tho American flag above thorn and fight for tho 
honor of the American republic. No party 
could afford to go before the people on an issue 
of navy or no navy. This waa one skle to the 
question. For every dollar apent upon the navy 
now, $10,000,000 would be saved in tbe future. 


Wo have no acquisitions abroad. We do not 


have to sail over the world to protect our terri- 
tory and our commerce for the reason that our 
territory ia a compact one, and we are not an 
aggressive people. We should be powerful for 
defense, and wo should have such resources aa 
to teach tho world that they may not trample 
upon an Americans right, or that they may not 
resist the enforcement of a just American de- 
mand without feeling the weight of the power 
of the American republic*. (Applause.] The 
nacoast cities, with the clamor cad racket of 
endless business strife, ask the federal govern- 
ment to give the country a naval Force which 
would preserve, when the struggle came, as 
come It will, every star upon our flag with its 
lustre undlmmed. (Loud applause.] 


Mr Wataoa (farmers' alliance, Ga.1 spoke in 
favor of retrenchment, and supported Mr. Hoi- 
man's amendment to strike out the provision 
for one ship. 
Mr. Cummlngs (N. Y.) followed with an 
earnest appeal to tbe house to pass the Bon- 
telle amendment. Should It not pass, he would 
himself propose one battle ahip and six torpedo 
boats.

Georgia Convicts Organist an Aimed 


Bevolt, But Surrender at Discretion. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 16.—The 


Georgia convicts controled by the Chick- 
amanga Railroad Co.. and employed 
near the National park, twelve miles 
below this city, are in revolt. They 
complain of Ill-treatment, bad food and 
overwork. Securing several guns and 
smuggling picks a*id axes into their 
quarters they organized to resist the 
guards. 
They refused to go to work, 


overpowered 
the guards and forti- 


fied themselves in their quarters, some 
of them making their escape. 
The 


guards and citizens have formed a cor- 
don around the camp, but hesitate to 
open the attack until the arrival of 
Sheriff Foster with a posse. The sheriff 
was in Chattanooga when word reached 
him of the troubles. He at once drove 
out to the camp. It is expected on his 
arrival that if the convicts refuse to 
capitulate an effort will be made to dis- 
lodge and disarm them. 


Surrendered Without Bloodshed. 


CHATTASOOOA, Tenn., April 17.—Sev- 


eral hundred citizens, heavily armed, 
aurronnded the camp on short notice 
and fired one round Into the stockade. 
Seeing that they had no hope ot escape 
the convicts surrendered without blood- 
shed.

Everything was placed in the 
position it was at the Mt. Zion election 
One ot tbe jurors acted as receiving jodge 
two aa clerks, two as eitra judges and one 
as moderator, the other jurora did tbo 
voting; repeating in order to vote a good 
many ballots.

juror acting as receiving jndge why he 
did not make aa' effort to change come 
of the ballots whon he replied:

THE RISEN LORD. 


HASTER MUSIO.FliOWBBB AND 


SERMONS AT THE 


CHUBCHB8. 


Tflo Knights Templar Worsttlp at 


St. John's—Address by 


Rector Goodwin. 


Sunday waa Easter Sunday, the close 


of the Lenten eeaeon, typifying the ret 
urreotion of onr Saviour—8 notable day 
in the obnroh militint throughout the 
Christian world. On every altar, pnlpit 
and ohsnoel a ptofnsion of flowers were 
displayed, harbingers ot the resurrection 
of plant life, even as the day commemo- 
rated the resurrection ot Christ The 
sun shone brightly in Deoatm nntil after 
he noon hoar, and while there were 
ndioations of rain many new Easter 
late and garments blossomed at the 
church services. It waa a glad season 
(or UM devont Christian and for those 
who, regardless ot Easter customs, ob- 
served in their own way the Easter day. 
It the various churches the usual special 
faster services were observed, and the 
programs as published in the REPUBLI- 
CAN of Saturday were carried oat. 
In 


he Sunday schools Easter songs were 
snug and Easter cards given to yonng 
>eople. Bain came late in the afternoon, 
and at night the church services were 
not largely attended. 


Easter, the English name for the festi- 


•al is probably derived from that of the 
Teutonic goddeis of spring, Estre, whose 
'estival occurred about the same time as 
the celebration of Easter. The French 
call it Paques, the Scotch Fasob, the 
Jntoh Pasohen, and the Swedes Pask. 
There was great controversy in the early 
church over the proper date for the cele- 
bration of the festival. The dispute was 
settled by the council of Nice in 329, and 
he time fixed for the 14th day of the fall 
moon of March, If the full moon falls 


a Sunday, the following Sunday is 


foster. By this arrangement the date 
may come as early ee March 22 or as late 
as April 25. formerly Christians saluted 
>ach other with a kiss and the words, 
Christ is Risen," to which the response 
was made, "He is risen indeed." This 
astom still maintains iu the Greek 
Catholic church. In some parts of Ire- 
and the legend prevails that on Easter 
morning the son dances in the sky. In 


England the game of ball was a favorite 
iaeter sport, and till within a few years 
n the northern counties of England 
welve old-women engaged in the sport, 
n the same locality the privilege is 
laimed of lifting ever/ women met three 
imee from the ground, and receiving 
rom her a kise or a sixpence as she may 
lect.

LABOR UNION MBBTINQ. 


A Large Audience at the Grand to 


Hear Col p. J. McGuire. 


Saturday night at the Grand Opera 


house despite the rain which came up to 
prevent the great parade of labor amons 
which had been arranged, a large orowc 
ot working people and their ladies 
•embled to hear the address by Col. P. J. 
McGuire, of Philadelphia, general secre 
tary of the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners of America, and first 
vice-president of the American Federation 
ot Labor. The address waa given under 
:he management of the Decatur Carpen- 
ters Union, and all local labor union men 
and working people generally united in 
riving the national officer an ovation and 
Uting reception. 
Goodman's Band 


played in front ot the hall and also gave 
two overtures before the address began. 
BIT. E. B. Cake offered prayer, and Linn 
Ridoliff, Qus Miller, L. Kennelly and 
Bert Crawford regaled the audience with 
tuneful melodies, the first winning a 
stormy encore. The numbers were an- 
nounced by President Bixsie, ot the 
Carpenters Union, who was supported by 
representatives of other unions who with 
Mayor Chambers, the orator, and the 
clergyman, occupied chairs npon the 
stage. The speaker was introduced by 
Mayor Chambers. 


Colonel McGuire, who is a portly gen- 


tleman past fifty yeo.r« of age, and has a 
pleasant delivery, spoke for nearly two 
"hours, and every workingmac who heard 
his fine address, and enjoyed his sarcasm 
and humor, waa proud of him and all 
felt like taking him by the hatd as a 
brother and Mend at the oloeeof the 
speech. The Colonel served his country 
bravely in the Federal army, and if any- 
thing he is more of a patriot now than 
he was in the days ot '01 and '65. He is 
now battling for the causa of labor. He 
is not an agitator. He recognizes the 
power and influence and necessity of 
capital, and to all employers he accords 
all rights they claim, but on the other 
hand, he said: "I claim that labor, that 
which produces the wealth ot this coun- 
try, also has rights, and by united action 
in making reasonable demands labor 
must have its rights." The speaker said 
he did not come to Decatnr to foment 
trouble or interfere in the slightest de- 
gree with the harmony of operations in 
this community. He cams mainly to 
apeak for the grand armv of laboring 
people, of whom there are 14,500,000 in 
America, with 1,600,000 out of employ- 
ment. He came also to advocate the 
nine-hour system 
for the carpenters, 


which rule ia to take effect May 2d, He 
did not believe that there would be any 
serious opposition to the reduction to 
nine hours a day in Decatnr. The plan 
was for the general good of the laboring 
classes. Shorter hours for those who 
have employment would make more 
places tor more men—for thousands of 
tha sixteen hundred thousand working 
people who could not find work. The 
Colonel called special attention to the 
wonderful improvements of the age, in 
machinery, in electricity, in telegraphy, 
in steam, etc., the beautiful dwellings' 
public buildings; but with all these ad- 
vancements and the increased wealth of 
the people—the men of millions—the 
condition of the laboring class remained 
practically unchanged. The long hours 
ot labor were not reduced so that the 
toiler could improve his mind or engage 
in enjoyments which were his right. 
And he could never better his condition 
unless he asserted his rights. That is 
why unions are formed, and that is 
why the movement is on to reduce the 
hours of labor. There are over 62,000,000 
people in America. la 1890 the total 
wealth was 865,000,000,000. In '90 there 
were 38,000 people in America who owned 
$32,000,000,000 of the sixty-five billions 
of dollars. There are now five men who 
have over $100,000,000 each, and sixteen 
thousand men who have over $1,000,000 
each. In 1790 Waahington at his death 
had property valued at 8820,000, and he 
was the wealthiest man ot that period. 
There are hundreds ot men, plutocrats ot 
the 19th century, who consider $100,000 
on insignificant sum. In 1870 the aver- 
age wages in America was $400 per year 
for every laborer, in 1880 it was $316, in 
1890 it was $309. Tlr's is an object lesson 
for the toilers. It is more than a political 
or economic question, it ia a moral ques- 
tion, and should arrest attention. It 
must be discussed. It is true thatRin 
America wages are better than they are 
anywhere else, but they are getting low, 
and will get lower unless the laboring 
men unite, stand firmly together and 
hold up the prices. General information 
was given aa to the success of the nine 
hour movement, and in pointed language 
the speaker referred to the evil of im- 
ported cheap labor, foreigners who came 
here unable to speak English and willing 
to work for their board; in some branches 
of industry crowding out Americans who 
had families to support and obligations 
to meet. He did not oppose legitimate 
immigration, bathe vnnled the men who 
came to onr shores to become Americans, 
speak our language, subscribe to our 
laws, and not engage in the odious prac- 
tice of catting wages just to get a foot- 
hold. At the close special reference was 
made to the benevolent features ot the 
Carpenters' Union, showing that during 
the past year $231,000 had been paid oat 
for sick benefits, and $111,000 for funeral 
benefits. The speaker waa frequently 
interrupted by applause. The quartette 
gave a song and the meeting was dis- 
missed. It was a success in all particu 
lars.

Accordingly he laid off of his 
ran between Decatur and Moberly, 
which ia a niebt run, and on Saturday 
be gave hie wife some money and told 
her he was going to Chicago to be ab- 
sent u few days. 


Last night, however, he came down 


on the Cannon Ball from Decatnr at 
10:30 o'clock and saw bis wife and the 
hired girl at the depot talking to a man. 
When the train pulled out th» woman 
started off in the direction of home, and 
Mr. YaBconosllos Blurted for the uume 
plncr, but in n different direction. 
,)ust 


before he reached lioma hi* saw bis wife 
and the other worn un enter, the house, 
and presently ha euw a man com inn in 
that direction, and In crossed tbe street 
to wait further developments. 
Tim man 


walked past Mr. Viiaconcelloa' honpe and 
whistled, and at the corner cf Twelfth 
street be tnrned sronad ar.d walked 
back, this time p?B<ing the bouse again. 
Mr. VuBCoocellos than crossed the street 
and went into his yard and walked to 
the rear of tbe honaj; in a te r moments 
tbe stronger un me back, and Ibis time 
stopped in front of i be gate aud cleared 
his throat, 
Mr. Vasconoellos snye he 


hoard a voice soy, "Come in," nnd the 
stranger went into the bouse. 
Vesoor- 


ccllos then went out of his yard to tbe 
walk and passed th» bouse. He tnnet have 
made a noise in crossing tbe walk, as 
tbe stranger started to leave the house 
in a hurried manner. Mr. Vasoonoellos 
heard and saw him leave the house, nnc 
tnrned around and told him to stop 
where be was. The man did not stop 
bnt made a dash for Yaaoonoellos, who 
pulled his revolver from hia overooa' 
pocket. He waa ton late to use it, how 
ever, as the stranger seized hold of him 
and threw him to the ground, falling on 
top of him, Tbe two men scuffled on 
the ground and the revolver was dig 
charged three times, the first ball takiog 
effect in Vosconoellos' left leg just above 
the knee, and one of the others in the 
stranger's light side, about an inch be 
low the right nipple. Finally Vasoon 
cellos got the beet of his antagonist anc 
got him under. He then threatened tc 
shoot the man if he did not give up, am 
bis assailant surrendered. 


Vasooncelloa then made the stranger ft 


in the house with him. The pietol shots ' 
had aroused the neighborhood and Officer ' 
Henry Marks, who resides next door to 
the scene, telephoned for the patrol 
wagon. YsBconoellos gave bis revolver 
to the officers and the stranger waa 
tkKen to police headquarters, where he 
gave bis name BB B. S. Palmer. 


Dr. Diion was summoned and went to 


VoBOonoellos'ireaidenee and probed for the 
ball in hie leg, bnt could not locate it. 
He then dressed the wound and Yasoon- 
cellos was taken to the Wabash hospital. 


Dr. Frazee was called to police head- 


quarters and examined Palmer's wound. 
He could not ilnd the ball, bnt said that 
it had passed through the right lung and 
entered the plnral cavity. He dressed 
tbe wound, which is not necessarily fatal, 
and Palmer was carried to the jail on a 
stretcher, where he now lies. 


Both men were seen by a Journal re- 


porter and tell the same story, which goes 
to show that the woman is to blame. 
Palmer said that he was at one time 
night train dispatcher at the Wahaeb 
depot; that Mrs. Yascocoellos had flirted 
with him a number of times, and that he 
met her at the depot last night. He aleo 
says that he had no revolver and that 
Yasconoellos' gun was discharged in the 
son (He. When the reporter visited the 
scene of the occurrence, the woman was 
crying and moaning and taking on at a 
great rate, while Mr. Yasconcellos ap- 
peared quiet, He told the reporter the 
circumstances, and that he had been sus- 
picions for some time. He felt the affair 
deeply and said they bad been married 
for seventeen years and have n family ot 
several young children. He says be bus 
enough of bis wife and can care for him- 
self and the children.

Late Saturday night at Montloello one 


man was killed sod several were injured 
ly the collision of a fast W-bash freight 
with an Illinois Central train at tbe 
crossing. The Wabash train did not 
stop for the crossing, the engineer olain- 
ng the brakes did not work properly, 
and crashed into the Central train. Tay- 
or Ooonrod and James Marvin, two real- 
denU of Montioello who were waiting for 
he train to pass, were caught by the 
Waliasb as it left the track. Coonrod 
was instantly killed and Marvin was 
>adly injured, one arm being oat off at 
ihe elbow. 


While tbe wreck was being cleared 


Snnday morning a oar-truck fell from tbe 
derrick, killing William Hsinee, a brake- 
man of Deoatur, aud injuring three oth- 
ers, William Marvin probably fatally. 
Sis leg was broken and he sustained 
internal injuries. Tbe Wabash engine 
was ditched and four or five cars de- 
stroyed, ana both tracks were badly torn 
up. None of the trainmen were hart, 
Doth trains were moving slowly. 


Engine 23, ot the Wabasb, was badly 


wrecked. The road was cleared by 12 
o'clock Sunday, and trains are passing. 
Coroner Baraa conducted the investiga- 
tion. All train men on the two trains 
were summoned to testify before the 
jury. The investigation lasted all day 
and all th» jury decided that Taylor 
Ooonrod came to his death by being 
crushed underneath Wabash engine 23 
and that said Engineer S. W. Living- 
stone did not use proper diligence in 
stopping his engine before be reachec 
the crossing of tbe Illinois! Central rail- 
way.
